Confessions of a “‘Lobbyist”’ 
Are Most Amazing to Offi- 


cial Circles 


David Lamar Tells of Impersonating 


Congressmen and Alleges Great 
Railway Forgery 


Washington, July 2.—Official Wash- 
ington is amazed and stunned over the 
day’s disclosures in the senate lobby 
investigation. 

These are a few of the sensational 
revelatios made at the sessions of the 
committee: 

David Lamar cunfessed that he was 
the mysterious unknown who imperson- 
ated congressmen in telephone talks 
intended to influerce Wall street 
matters. Lewis Cass Ledyard, per- 
sonal friend and executor of the late 
J. Pierpont Morgan, clinched the iden- 
tity of Lamar as the ‘‘man at the other 
end of the wire’’ and added details of 
an underground campaign of a similar 
nature, which has been conducted for 
two years by persons purporting to 
represent the foremost leaders of the 
Democratic party, who promised to 
control the money trust investigation, 
the steel trust investigation and the 
attitude of the Democratic administra- 
tion generally toward Wall street, if 
Morgan and his associates would be 
‘‘resonable.’’ 

Lamar, with smiling frankness, as- 
sured the committee that he prepared 
the resolution which resulted in the in- 
vestigation of the steel trust by the 
Stanley committee, handed it over to 
H. W. Martin, chairman of the Anti- 
Trust League, by whom it was in turn 
handed to Chairman Stanley, who in- 
troduced it. 

Forgery of the books of the Union 
Pacihe railroad, whereby some one 
derived a vroht of $82,000,000, was 
charged by Lamar, who followed this 
accusation with the assertion that this 
crime, in 1901, served as the fulcrum 
from which many of the big deals in 
Wall street have beenawayed and many 


One after another these dramatic 
revelations were laid before the com- 
mittee, which -was kept in an almost 
continuous gasp of astonshment. 

‘‘As a result of the panic of 1907’’ 
said Lamar, ‘‘Harriman, Kuhn, Loeb

Morgan & Co. became tound together 
as with an iron band.’’ 

“For the purpose of rendering my 
friend Lauterbach a service,’’ he said,

Harriman and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. to 
gain control of these corporations.’’ 

He described a double entry of $82,- 
000,000 representing securities the 
Union Pacific assumed in taking over 
the Oregon Short Line and the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company. The 
items, he said, were carried in the 
‘feconsolidated balance sheet’’ of the 
Union Pacific June 30. 1900, but be- 
tween that time and June 30, 19015 he 


‘alleged some one had erased the $82,- 


000,000 item from one side of the 
ledger, leaving it as a credit balance 
on the other side. 

‘*‘They took all the securities of the 
Oregon Short Line and the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and used them as security for an 
isusue of bonds.

A Cascade of Stone. 

A remarkable calcareous formation 
is to be found in Algeria about sixty 
miles from Constantine, the ancient 
Cirta. It looks ihe a magnificent cas- 
cade with the water in violent motion 
pouring over a rocky cliff in turbulent 
and riotous confusion, and yet the cas- 
cade is motionless and silent. It is 
as though a great waterfall had sud- 
denly turned to stone. Naturally the 
natives look upon this prenomenon 
with great awe.

an old round tin, pierce holes in the 
bottom, and fill with common salt. 
Sprinkle this over the carpet. It pre- 
vents the dust from rising, brightens 
the colors, and prevents moths. - 

To Clean Marble.—Rub with a slice 
of lemon dipped in salt. Leave for 
an hour, then wash off. All stains 
will be removed and a nice gloss se- 
cured. 

To Clean Varnish and Paint.—Rub 
with a cloth dipped in a weak solution 
of vinegar and warm water. Polish 
with a wash leather. s 

To Clean Gilt Picture Frames.—Put 
a gill of vinegar into a pint of soft 
cold water. Remove all dust from the 
frames, dip a large camel’s hair brush 
in the mixture, squeeze it partly dry, 
then brush the gilt, doing a small por- 
tion at a time. 


IMPORFANT PART OF LUNCH 


Sandwiches, Properly Protected, May 
Be Kept Appetizing for Aimost 
Indefinite Perlod. 


If sandwiches are not to be used for 
some time after they are made they 
can be wrapped in waxed paper and 
put fin a tin bread or cage box. Some 
persons wrap them in’a slightly damp 
cloth and keep them in the ice box. 
When sandwiches are carried for a 
picnic lunch they sometimes taste of 
the box they are carried in, and if 
they are wrapped in waxed paper they 
carry better in a wicker basket 
through which the air circulates. 

Fruit sandwiches are more gener- 
ally used than they used to be, and 
are so delicious that they ought to 
form a part of every sandwich repast. 
They satisfy a. natural craving for 
sweets, and are more wholesome and 
more easily made than cakes or can- 
dies. 


Spinach Salad. 

Cut off the roots of spinach, remove 
all yellow leaves, and wash thorough- 
ly through several water until the 
water looks absolutely clear. Do not 
pour the water off the spinach, but 
lift it each time into clear water, so 
that the sand and grit will remain in 
the bottom of the pan. Now shake 
quite dry and put into a kettle, adding 
about a half cupful of water, or just 
enough to keep from sticking. Cook 
fifteen minutes from the time it begins 
to boil, less time even if the spinach 
be very young and tender, then drain, 
pressing hard to extract all the water. 
Chop fine, season with salt, pepper, 
two tablespoonfuls of refined vegeta- 
ble ofl and a quarter cupful of grated 
horseradish. Pack in little earthen 
molds or cups and set where they get 
cold and firm. When ready to serve 
turn out on lettuoe leaves, dress with 
any salad dressing preferred, and 
garnish with sliced hard-boiled eggs. 


English Biscults. 

Sift tegether one and one-half pints 
of flour, one cupfwl of cornstarch, 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt. Rub in 
three tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
one well-beaten egg, one cupful of 
milk, one-half cupful of currants and 
one tablespoonful of coriander seed. 
Mix into a smooth, soft dough, rolf 
one-half inch thick, cut in rounds, and 
bake on buttered tins in a hot oven 
for twenty minutes. When done, rub 
over a little butter on a clean bit of 
cloth.

RUSSIAN COAST SCENE 


4ERE were six of us, four men 
and two women, all bare 
legged, the men with their 
trousers rolled up well above 
the knees, the women in short 
underpetticoats.

On board there 
were fifty yards of netting, a basket 
of black bread and pickled cod, a ket- 
tle and a pot, two bark boxes to con- 
tain the fish, and one or two heavy 
deerskin jackets to put on if the night 
should be very cold. The men were 
idle, the women rowed. I ladled out 
water now and then, for we leaked 
badly, and there is nothing more un- 
pleasant than to have one’s food. or 
clothes splashed with bilge, a writer in 
the London Evening Standard saye:

The women discussed whether the 
tide was coming in or going out. They 
agreed that if the tide were still com- 
ing in we should catch nothing but 
“spittles,”” meaning thereby very little 
fish or nothing at all.

Casting Nets on the Dwina. 

By 8 o’clock we reached the shore of 
a Dwina island, drew in on the sand 
and prepared to tackle for our first 
cast into the depths. The nets, fifty 
yards long .and ten feet wide, were 
much entangled, and the stone weights 
attached all along the bottom did not 
make unraveling the easier. We spent 
an hour extricating the stones and the 
corks and repairing the big rents 
through which, in their imagination, 
the women already saw our finest fish 
leaping. Attached to the four extreme 
corners of the netting were long ropes 
—these were the pulling ropes. Ikra’s

We 
wound the ropes round our middles 
and lay back and dragged like captains 
of a tug of war.

We drew in 
the first strands of netting and then 
the second and third, our excitement 
and expectation increasing as the half 
circle narrowed in and decreased, and 
we saw /Jittle fishes darting to and fro 
in the shadowy water.

The river was perfectly tranquil, the 
yellow peach burned to crimson from 
the low rays of the sun. The Dwina 
villages slept, there was scarcely a 
craft to be seen on the river, and we 
seemed utterly alone in the world. 
We began to feel cold and proposed 
to go in search of the others, when 
suddenly they appeared, declaring 
there were no berries this year, 
nothing at all. We had better keep 
to fish; we should do nothing gather- 
ing fruit. 

That meant that we set to work 
again. When we had filled our bas- 
kets we would light a bonfire, and 
make tea and warm ourselves.

At 3 it was cold, and we finished ow 
fishing and built a brushwood bonfire 
on the beach.

WATER MAKES A DIFFERENCE | 


Use of Hard or Soft Is Something for 
Serious Consideration When 
Cooking le In Order. 


All cooks do not understand the dif- 
ferent effects produced by hard and 
soft water in cooking meat and veg- 
Stables. Peas and beans cooked in 
hard water, containing lime or gyp 
sum, will not boil tender, because 
these substances harden vegetable 
casein. Many vegetables, as onions, 
boil nearly tasteless in soft water, be- 
Cause all the flavor is boiled out. The 
addition of salt often checks this, aa 
in the case of onions, causing the 
vegetables to retain their peculiar 
flavoring principles, besides such nu- 
tritious matter as might be lost in soft 
water. For extracting the juice of 
meat to make a broth or soup, soft 
water, unsalted, and cold at first, is 
the best, for it much more readily 
penetrates the tissue, but for boiling, 
where the juices should be retained, 
hard water, or soft water salted, is 
Preferable. The meat should be put 
tn while the water is boiling, so as to 
seal up the pores at once.

A little French chocolate cake 
which comes from a New Orleans 
cook makes a delightful afternoon tea 
cake. It is called “petits choux au 
chocolat.” Put a quarter of a pint of 
hot water in a small saucepan with 
two ounces of butter and one of sugar. 
When this boils add gradually two 
ounces and a half of finely sifted flour 
and stir quickly until the mixture is 
quite stiff. 

Take the saucepan from the fire 
and stir the contents for about ten 
minutes, then add two eggs, one at a 
time. Beat the mixture up with a 
wooden spoon and put it aside to cool. 
Butter a baking sheet, lay the paste 
on it.with a teaspoon in small round 
balls, plum size. Bake about twenty 
minutes in a moderate oven. When 
cold make an incision in the side of 
each and fill with whipped cream 
flavored with vanilla. Before serving 
glaze each separately with chocolate 
icing. 


Revival of the Quilt. 
From unbleached muslin cut squares 
to be used for a foundation on which 
to build the design. For instance, if 


you choose to piece a fan quilt, cut a 
Piece of material of a plain color in 
the shape of a quarter circle and 
atitch \% across one corner of .the 
square. Four patches radiate from 
this to form a half fan, which, when 
joined to a similar block, completes 
the semi-circle and the fan. 

When the required number of blocks 
are finished, join them together, form- 
ing the large top of the quilt, and 
line with a layer of cotton. Over this 
stitch the lining, and the quilt is 
ready for quilting. 


California Irish Stew. 

Cut neat pieces from ribs or neck 
of mutton and put in a round bot- 
tomed Scotch kettle with about half 
a cupful of hot water. Watch care 
fully, and as the water ils away, 
brown the meat in {ts own fat. Then 
pour in boiling water to cover. Have 
ready tender carrots, celery, turnip 
and onion cut in uniform pieces, add 
to the meat together with a cupful 
or more of tomato and a little parsley. 
These go in about twenty minutes be- 
fore serving. When done and tender 
add a little green pepper, thicken 
slightly with flour, season and serve. 


Codfish Balls. 

For Snap—Half a pint of picked o1 
shredded codfish to a pint of potatoes, 
the latter being boiled while the cod. 
fish is being picked. ‘Then add the 
fish and cook until tender, drain and 
mash. An egg, a tablespoon of butter 
and two tablespoons of cream should 
be mixed with the fish and potato. 
When cool make into balls and fry in 
very hot fat. Some roll in egg and 
bread crumbs. 


Quaker Muffins. 

One cup scalded milk poured on 
two-thirds cup rolled oats. Let stand 
five minutes, add three tablespoons 
sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, two ta- 
blespoons lard or melted butter. Sift 
in 144 cups flour, four teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. Mix thoroughly, add one 
well-beaten egg. Bake in hot greased 
gem pans twenty to twenty-five min- 
utes. 


Some Cookery Hints. 

The best way to warm up a Joint. 
is to wrap it in thickly greased pa- 
per and keep it covered waile in the 
oven. By having it covered’ the 
steam will prevent the meat from be- 
coming hard and dry. 

To hurry the cooking process of any 
thing cooked in a double boiler add 
salt to the water in the outer boiler.
